‘land, but were forced back by a Storm into an 
‘ obfcure Place in this Country, where meeting 
+ with good Entertainment among the Planters, 
« they continued feveral Days without being dif- 
* covered to be l’yrates, Inthe mean time, Cap- 


* Ship, (who intended to go off to North Carolina) 
‘ made what Hafte he could to difcover to our 
Governour Mr. Spotfwood what fort of Paff-n- 
* gershe bad been forced to bring with him, 
and by good Fortane the Governour got them all 
‘4 feized. They have been fince tried, and upon 
very fall Evidence convicted of divers notorious 
« Pyracies, and 4 of the chief Villains are hanged 
6 upin Chains, Thele Pyrates brought in with 
‘them 3 Negro Men anda Boy, a confiderable 
* Sum of Moncy, and fome Gold Duft ; but as 
‘ they were fome Days revelling about the Commer 
‘before they could be apprehended, they foun 
* Means to lodge Part of their Effeéts in the Handa 
© of fome of the Inhabitants, and itis but latcly 
‘that thefe have been difcovered. The faid 
« Captain Knott having been plundered of the 
* greatett Part of his own private Adverture on 
‘ a his Ship, and of all bis Stores of Liquors, 
‘as well as of fome ready Money and wearing 
* Apparel ; the Pyrates gave him by way of Re- 
* compence 10 Chefts of Sugar, and 10 Rolls of 
» « BraGl Tobacco, 30 Moiders, and fome Gold 
-.4 Daft 5 and though he might bave concealed this, 
*&Pthis Vien who had alfo fome other Prefents 
«"Z¢en them by the Pyrates, would have kept the 
' © Secret, yet he is fo confciencious a Man, that he 
* not only difcovered and delivered up every thing 
* he had received himfelf, but obliged his Men to 
* dothe like with what had been given them. It 
© is certain nothing but bis prudent Condu& could 
* have faved his Ship from being deftroyed by the 
Pyrates, when he was Srft nor preferved 
* the Lives of 2 Portugueze, and sees (a Man 
* and a Wome.) who had been Prifoners among 
* the Pyrates, and were broughe hither in his Ship, 
* *-and becaioe phe principal Evidences to 
* thofe Ma’ tried here ; which furely they 


beenleft todo, had not Cap- 
tain Pyrate Paffengers with an 
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‘ tain Knott leaving the other four on board his. 


Dantzick, Aug. 13. O. S$. Rear Admiral Hofier 
arrived in this Harbour on the Inftaot, with 
7 Britith Ships of Was, having left the Admirals 
Norris and Sparre the 2d Inftant at a Place in the 
Ifle of Gothland called Cappelwyck.
